EILY OF THE VALEBY. 


The Lily of the Valley is a plant so well-known and such a universal favorite that little need 
be said of its description. If they are to be forced during the Winter place the pips in shallow 
boxes during the month of November, put them in a cold frame or in the open ground, covering 
them so that they do not get severely frozen. They should remain in this condition for at least four 
weeks previous to being forced. They require a bottom temperature of 85 degrees and should be 
kept covered with boards or any light covering until the pips have attained a height of four inches 
when the covering may be lifted a few inches to admit air and light. When they are six inches high 
remove the covering altogether. 
If required for out-door culture plant in some partially shaded spot where they may remain for years 
without being disturbed. 


The temperature of the greenhouse should be kept at 70 degrees.

HIS is one of the finest Winter flowering plants for pot culture that we have ever seen; it is such a strong 

luxuriant grower that one bulb will be sufficient fora 6 or 8 inch pot. Place in a dark, cool position for 
a few weeks to root thoroughly and remoye to a sunny situation in the window or conservatory in a temperature 
of about 60 Fahr., and the great profusion of bloom produced in uninterrupted abundance for weeks will astonish 
and delight you, The flowers are of the purest bright buttercup yellow. Well grown plants have produced as 
high as seventy flower stems at one time and over 1000 flowers in one season. ‘The flowers and frequently the 
leaves fold up at night and open again the next morning, but when grown ina partially shaded situation the 
flowers remain open all the time. Properly treated the plants will flower in six weeks from the time the bulbs 


are planted,

HOW TO GROW HYACINTHS. 


The most suitable soil for growing Hyacinths is a rich, light sandy loam, but if the garden is not of such 
they will thrive in almost any other, providing the other conditions are favorable, and these are but few, because 
of the fact that all the preparations for flowering have been perfected in the years of the bulbs’ development, the 
culmination of which is the last years of its growth. When the Dutch growers send the bulbs out they are in 
the best possible condition for flowering, and flower they will, more or less perfectly, in spite of all obstacles. 

For the open border but one condition is absolutely necessary, viz.: they must be protected against frost. 
Although they are classed with the hardy bulbs, they are by no means such, and where the bulbs are cultivated 
for purposes of sale the ground is so thoroughly mulched that the frost rarely, if ever, touches the bulbs. The 
reason for this is that all bulbs are in active growth, under the ground, during the Fall and Winter, and if the 
frost enters the ground soas to prevent this the flowers are proportionately weakened. 

In planting the Hyacinth, no matter what the nature of the soil may be, make it deep, and work in liberal 
quantities of well-rotted manure; in fact it is far better to plant in soil made very rich for a previous crop, than in 
a soil recently enriched. If it isa heavy loam the bulbs should not be covered more than two inches; if in a 
light sandy soil cover them fully four inches. The earlier the bulbs are planted the better, as the looms that 
Nature uses to weave the fabrics of the beautiful flowers will have a longer time to perfect this work. Upon the 
approach of frost cover the beds with newly fallen leaves to the depth of six inches; this covering should be ex- 
tended at least eighteen inches beyond the bed on all sides, and then kept in place by evergreen boughs, brush 
or pieces of boards. If leaves are not at hand any mulch that will keep the frost out of the ground will answer. 
That which is the most convenient, and will answer the purpose, is to be preferred. Thus protected the Hya- 
cinth will be among the first plants to put in an appearance above ground in Spring. In our uncertain climate 
severe cold weather is a common occurrence after the plants have made considerable growth, even after the flowers 
appear. To prevent injury from this, some mats should be in readiness to throw over them when necessary. 
No further work will be required for the perfect development of the flower. 

If second size bulbs are used they will flower well for two or three years thereafter, and they may be left in 
the bed during summer, and between them may be sown seeds of favorite annuals, or bedding plants that do not 
exhaust the soil too much and send tl:eir roots down too deeply. 


HYACINTHS IN POTS. 


For pot culture there is no plant that succeeds better than the Hyacinth. Prepare the pot carefully as 
to drainage, and fill them with such soil as is the most convenient, the same as if grown in the open ground. 
Let the soil under the bulb be quite loose, in order that their numerous roots may penetrate the soil without 
obstruction, but press the soil firmly around and over the bulb, which should* be even with the rim of the pot, 
which will afford more room for the roots. After potting they should be plunged in some convenient, unsightly 
place in the garden, where they can be easily reached at any time, and covered to the depth of a foot or more 
with soil, coal ashes, or whatever is the most convenient, and over this throw some coarse leaves or litter of any 
kind to keep the frost from the soil, in order that they may be reached without difficulty as wanted. 

Let them remain in this situation until the middle of December, by which time they will have made 
considerable growth; bring into the conservatory, or bring as many at a time as is desirable; by bringing in a 
few at a time at intervals of two weeks, a succession can be kept until the flowers appear in the open border. 
When first brought in they should be kept as cool. as convenient, the temperature not to fall below the freez- 
ing point. In short, let them take their chance in the living room. 
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A four inch pot is amply sufficient for a single bulb, and three will grow nicely in a six inch pot, and if 
one bulb each of Red, White and Blue are used, the effect is very pleasing. But pots are by no means nec- 
essary. Old fruit cans (pint size), do as well—in fact better than porous pots—as evaporation is not so rapid, the 
temperature of the soil is more even, and the roots are not so liable to injury from getting dry—a condition that 
always proves fatal to good flowers, a common cause of failure. 

The Hyacinth is one of the few plants that will perfect its flowers without sunshine. While a little is 
preferable, they will thrive well in rooms where the sun’s rays rarely enter, which makes them in many cases 


particularly desirable. 


HYACINTHS IN GLASSES. 


To grow the Hyacinth successfully in water demands no horticultural skill. It only requires the application 
of certain well-known principles. Like all other bulbs the Hyacinth should have its roots formed before top- 
growth commences. As darkness retards top-growth, but does not delay the production of roots, it is usual to 
place the glasses in a cool cellar or dark closet and there can be no better place in which to start the bulbs. 
Still, it must be admitted, that darkness is not essential for the development of roots. But darkness and coolness 
alike tend to delay the growth of foliage until the roots are formed, upon which, in a large measure, success 
depends. 

The water should always be pure and clean; rain water is greatly to be preferred, as it contains more 
elements of plant life than spring water. A rather low temperature and free access of pure air should be regarded 
as necessary conditions of health in all conditions of growth. Hence, it will be obvious that a mantel-piece, with 
its fluctuations of heat and cold, is a most unsuitable position for the glasses; this is equally true in regard 
to placing the glasses on window-sashes, where they receive cold draughts of air and glaring sunshine. We have 
seen the water in the glasses get so hot that it destroyed all the tissues of the bulbs—virtually cooking them— 
causing failure. In fact, failure more frequently arises from this cause than from all others. 

It is well to place the glasses where they will get all the light possible without coming in contact with the 
sun. We would like to remark that the Hyacinth is a friend of the most humble, and will succeed in a tumbler 
or fruit can as well as in the most expensive vase or glass. 

It is often asked, should the water in the glasses be changed? To which query we say no—if the fore- 
named conditions are observed—but the water should at no time be above the base of the bulb, better to be half 
an inch below than to be over the bulb at all; this draws from the bulb the elements that cause the water 


to become impure. 


ROMAN HYACINTHS. 


Make splendid plants for the Window Garden, grown in whatever device may be the most desirable, But for 
general cultivation as house plants, pot culture is the most satisfactory. They should be treated in all respects 
like the other classes, only that they come into flower much earlier, and should, for first flowers, be brought in by 
the 1dth of November; by so doing they will give their flower in perfection by Christmas, 

The great beauty of this class of Hyacinths is their profusion of flowers, each bulb giving from three to six 
spikes, according to the size and strength of bulb. ‘The flowers are smaller than those of the Dutch Hyacinths, 
but more graceful. The principal color is white, but there are pink and purple forms. The bulbs being small, 
three can be put in a five inch pot, or quart fruit can; and if the colored varieties are wanted, one of each, Red, 
White and Blue, give a pleasing effect, and continue a long time in flower,
